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Harbors Set New Tonnage Record
Aggregate net tonnage 

handled by the Los Angeles- 
Lo/i£ Beach harbors last 
month let a new record for 
any one month in the history 
of the Marine Exchange, it 
w*s announced today.

The Exchange recorded a 
net tonnage of 2,638.037 for 
the month of Sept., I960.

Net tonnage for Sept., 1059, 
wan 2,402,120. The Sept. fi­ 
gure was rated higher than 
the total for August of this 
year, 2,335,895.

The first nine months of 
thH year also net tonnage of 
21,801,282, as compared with 
the game period in 1959, 
when the tonnage was 20,- 
415,347. This tonnage, com­ 
pared with the same year's 
Jan. to Sep». period, found 
312 more ships passing 
through the harbors.

The United States again led

the number of ships handled 
by the harbors with 244. 
Japan, Liberia, Norway and 
Greece continued to hold the 
lead in foreign flag arrivals. 

Germany went into fifth 
place last month among for­ 
eign nations with 20 arrivals, 
the highest number for that 
contry since the end of the 
war.

Torrance youngsters en­ 
rolled in the special program 
include 31 blind or partially- 
sighted, eight cerebral-pal­ 
sied, 13 doaf or hard-df-hear- 
ing, one neurologically handi­ 
capped, 10 orthopedic or deli­ 
cate, and 29 severly mentally 
retarded. 

Excess costs of educating

handicapped children are 
paid by the state. Only nor­ 
mal costs of educating chil­ 
dren are paid for the local 
district.
